Police Believe Murder Was Com- 
‘mitted by Joy Rider in 
Stolen Wagon. 


Section Providing for Forfeiture 
in Case of Violation Is 
Reviewed. 





Ruben Burroughs of 4249 Chouteau ave- 
nue was released by the police Monday 
after testimony at the inquest into the 
killing of Anderson P. Corder of 4468 
Arco avenue satisfied Deputy Coroner 
Carriere that Burroughs took no part 
in the tragedy, 

Corder was shot Saturday night by 
one of three men in a wagon, while he 
was walking at Taylor and Chouteau 
avenues. Burroughs proved by two wit- 
nesses that he was on duty as a Frisco 
switchman at Vandeventer avenue when 
Corder was shot. He is the divorced 
husband of Mrs. Corder, who testified 
at the inquest. 

Burroughs and his former wife. did 
not see each other at the Coroner’s of- 
fice, as he was not brought in until after 
she had testified. . 

Important Arrest Expected. 

The inquest was continued ta 9 a. m. 
Tuesday on the statement of detectives 
that they expected to make an im- 
portant arrest by that time. 

Mrs. Corder clad in deep mourning, 
and extremely nervous, testified that 
so far as she knew her husband and 
Burroughs had never had any trouble 
and that she had no reason to believe 
Burroughs had knowledge of the shoot-

Mrs. Christina Schuster, 73 years old, 
162 Miller street, was instantly killed at 
9:30 a. m. Monday, when sne was run 
over by a train of freight cars in the 
yards where the Iron Mountain tracks 


cross Miller street at grade. 

Her death is the third within a few 
weeks to be added to -the list of rail- 
road grade accidents. The first was that 
of Frank J. Bergs, 1807 South Compton 
avenue,- whose auto was struck by a 
train at the Barrett’s station crossing 
of the Missouri Pacific in St. Louis 
County. The second was that of 
Charles Rader, 6 years old, who was 
killed by a train at the Sulphur road 
intersection with the Frisco tracks in 
St. Louis County. 

Two ordinances, one to abolish the 
grade crossing over the Terminal 
tracks on Union boulevard and the oth- 
er to abolish eight Wabash and Rock 
Island crossings, are pending before the 
Municipal Assembly. A committee of 
the City Council has virtually agreed to 
recommend that the city pay conse- 
quential damages for these changes, the 
only thing which has stood between a 
compromise of the differences between 
the city and the railreads, Action upon 
the two ordinances is expected soon. 

Picking Up Lumps of Coal,

yards each morning and picking up 
lumps of coal, She was doing this when 
sho was killed. 

Miss Tillie Winhorst, 1432 Barry street, 
had accompanied her into the yards. A 
string of box cars separated them. for 
a few minutes, but Miss Winhorst did 
not pay any attention to them until, a 
few minutes later, she turned to address 
Mrs. Schuster and couldn't find her. 

Woman Calls Switchmen, 

The younger Woman started toward 
one of the cars and came upon Mrs. 
Schuster’s body. 

Immediately after Mrs. Schuster’s 
death, policemen searched her home to 
investigate a tradition among her neigh- 
bors that she was rich and had hoarded 
money in the place. In a trunk, secured 
with a padlock at each end, they found 
certificates of deposit in the Lafayette 
Bank of $1495 and $25 in cash. 

Seven Eiderdown beds, 

Scattered through the house the po- 
licemen found many old coins, most of 
them minted in Germany. The only in- 
dication of luxury in the place was the 
woman’s bed. Piled above a mattress 
were seven of the softest’ eiderdown 
feather beds. 

Mrs. Schuster was known to her 
nighbors for many eccentricities. 
When she went out coal hunting, she 
always adorned herself with gold 
earrings and several gold finger 
rings. In spite of her age her hair 
was #ftill a glossy biack and she was 
proud of it.

BONES BROKEN, LIES 
ALL NIGHT IN DITCH 
CALLING FOR AID 


Thos. Berow Falls 20 Feet Off 
Trolley Line Trestle—Cries 
Heard at 8 A. M. 


With his hip and three ribs broken 
and racked’ by the pain of internal in- 
juries Thomas J..Berow, 64 years old, 
lay all night in a 20 foot ditch after 
falling from a trestle across which he 
tried to walk in the dark. The trestle, 
a part of the United Railways right-of- 
way, is at Schmidt’s station on the 
Creve Coeur Lake line. 

Berow, still conscious and feebly call- 
ing for help was found at 8 a. m. Mon- 
Gay by John Schaefer a United Rail- 
way watchman who heard groans and 
cries as he crossed the trestle on his 
way to work, 


Carried From Ditch. 
Schaefer, with diffieulty, carried the 


injured. man from the ditch and sat 
with him at the roadside until an east- 
bound car came along. 

Berow was placed in the car and @ 
quick trip made to the De Baliviere 
avenue sheds. After emergency treat- 
ment there. -He was taken to the 
where surgeons said that 
the injuries made it improbable that he 
would recover. 

Berow is employed by the Hanick Con- 
atfuction Co., which has a camp near 
Schmidt's station. He came to St. Louls 
Sunday to visit relatives. 

It was 10 p. m. when Berow returned 
to the camp. In order to reach his tent 
it was necessary for him to cross the 
trestle in the dark. 

He told Schaefer that he was about 
half way across the trestle when he 
struck his toe against a tie and stum- 
bled, falling into the ditch. 

At the city hospital Berow told a Post- 
Dispatch reporter that in falling he 
struck one of the timbers supporting the 
trestle and that this disabled him so 
that he could not crawl from the ditch.

STATE PRIMARIES COSTLY 


Taft-Roosevelt Contest in Sever- 
al States Has Run Into 
Six Figures.

CHICAGO, June 10.—Political sharps 
who have been keeping a close eye on 
the amount of money spent in each state 


by all the competitors for presidential | 


honors in the recent primaries, have 
reached the conclusion that when the 
books of all the candidates, their mana- 
gers and committees, have been bal- 
anced, the total expended for the selec- 


. tion of delegates alone will fall little 


short ef $4,000,000, if that sum is not ex- 


ceeded. 

As a basis for general averaging, it is 
figured that every delegate sent to Chi- 
cago, and there are 1078, will have cost 
about $3000. In some states, where presi- 
dential primaries do not obtain, this 
sum would be largely in excess of the 
actual cost in selecting a delegate. But 
in other states, such as Pennsylvania, 
Iilinols, Maryland, New York and Mas- 
sachusetts, where the primaries were 
bitterly contested by the Taft and 
Roosevelt factions, the average, it is 
calculated, would run much above $3000 
a delegate. 

There will be 1086 delegates at the 
Demoeratic convention in Baltimore if 
the Philippine delegates are seated, and 
observers consider that $500 would be a 
fair average expense for the election of 
each of them. This would make a total 
for the Democrats of $543,000 and for the 
Republicans of $8,234,000, or a grand 
total of Peo dd gu for both parties. 


rand Total $5,000,000. 
In thiens figures are not reckoned the 


large sums expended, under statute, by 
every state where primary elections 
have been held, nor are the personal 
expenses of the delegates taken into 
consideration. Were these figures add- 
ed, the grand total probably would be 
largely in excess of $5,000,000. 

So far few comprehensible figures are 
obtainable showing what the various 
candidates spent at the primary elec- 
tions. Some states do not require the 
filing of these expenses, and in some 
others the law.as to filing gives a 
period of grace which has not yet ex- 
pired. 

In Allegheny County alone, in Penn- 
sylvania, the committees of Taft and 
Roosevelt expended $08,635 altogether, 
according to the affidavits on file. On 
this basis, it was figured, the primary 
elections in Pennsylvania alone for Taft 
and Roosevelt must have exceeded $500,- 
000. The Democratic totals are not aval- 
able. 

In New Jersey the filed reports show 
that Roosevelt headquarters spent $12,- 
826. The Taft headquarters figures are 
not available, but may be guessed from 
the fact that in Essex County alone 
$4784 was spent for Taft as against only 
$2000 for Roosevelt. In other counties 
the Roosevelt expenditures probably ex- 
ceeded those of the Taft men, so it is 
fair to say that between both factions 
they spent $25,000. Gov. Wilson’s man- 
agers spent several thousand dollars 
and the Smith-Nugent opposition did 
likewise. The New Jersey primaries, 
therefore, may safely be estimated to 
have cost $35,000. 

In Oregon the reports show Taft spent 
$4446; Roosevelt, $6327; La Follette, $1299; 
Clark, $507 and Wilson, $506—a total of 
$13,085. Wisconsin reports: Taft, $4600; 
La Follette, $1785; Clark, $4041 and Wil- 
son, $3400. Roosevelt did not compete, 


» yet the total is $12,826. From Maryland 


come figures which are admitted to be 
: below the real expenditures, parti- 

ly on the Republican side. Yet 
hs total is $66,713, made up as fol- 
lows: Roosevelt, $15,000; Taft, $39,500; 
Wilson $6620;; Clark, 8198 and Harmon, 
$2000. Most of the reports deal merely 
with the expenses for Baltimore, ict 
with the State at large. 

In New York County, filed reports 
show the Roosevelt people spent $71,000, 
as against $5000 sworn to by the Taft 
adherents. But it is known that a 
great deal more money was spent, and 
the total expenses throughout the State 
were such as to point to an estimated 
total of over $250,000 for both factions. 


ay In Ohio the reports show that the 


Taft headquarters alone spent $66,173, 
as against $28,241 for Roosevelt, but 
‘again these figures are very much be- 
low the total for the State, as is shown 
by the fact that in Toledo alone §13,- 
687 Was spent by the Taft people, though 
two Roosevelt delegates were elected, 

It has been reckoned that the cost of 
‘}the primaries in Ohio to both factions 
t rennet fully $300,000, and the State's 
expenses amounted to over $225,000. Gov. 
Harmon spent $446 in Ohio, but figures 
for other candidates are not available. 

Headquarters Expenses, 

For Illinois there are no official fig- 
ures, but men intimately acquainted 
with the campaign in that State say 
that the total expenses of the Rooseveit- 
Taft and Clark-Harmon campaign must 
have been in excess of $250,000. 

The national headquarters of al! the 
candidates have been expensive, and as 
their function has been till now merely 
the election of delegates, their expense

A public hearing will be held by the 
Railroad Committee of the House of 
Delegates in the House chamber at 2

as the Counci) has announced it will 
vete for no approach except the Reber 
approach, the bill fer which it already 
has passed. 


Three more detegates have announcea 
that they will. vote fer -the Re-} 
ber approach when it is placed on its 
passage. They are Delegatés Eckel- 
mann, Klose and Eilers. This, in addi- 
tien to the seven delegates who an- 
nounced thelr approval of the bill on 
the poll taken by the Post-Dispatch, 
makes 10 members of the House who 
state they will vote for the measure. 

Thirteen delegates have announced 
their opposition to the Keber approach 
and have concentrated their efforts on 
the passage of the Alton & Mississippi 
approach bill. Delegate McCarthy has 
stated that he will vote for any ap- 
proach approved by a House committee. 
Three delegates are noncommittal. 

Fifteen votes are necessary to pass a 
bill in the House. Members of the As- 
sociated Retailers stated yesterday they 
are convinced that the necessary five 
additional votes to pass the bill will be 
procured by Tuesday, and that the 
measure will be passed as soon as a 
report of the committee is made. 

The Alton & Mississippi approach bill 
also is pending before the Railroads 
Committee. Four of the seven members 
of the committee have announced their 
approval of the bill. They may at-] 
tempt to delay a Reber approach re- 
port and try to force a favorable report 
on the Alton & Mississippi bill. 

Chairman Eilers and two other mem- 
bers of the committee favor the Reber 
approach. They are powerless to make

LONDON, June 10.—A Warsaw dis- 
patch to the Daily Chronicle announces 
that Miss Kate Malecka has been. par- 
doned by the Czar ‘on condition: that 
she leaves Russia immediately. 

Miss Maleeka’ was a music teacher in 
London, whose mother was an English 
woman and whose father, a native of 
Poland, was a naturalized British sub- 
ject. She fell in love with a: Pole 
named Titus Tulipowiez, followed him to 
Poland ans her associations with So- 
cialists in Warsaw caused her to be 
arrested for ‘‘belonging to an illegal 
society.’' She was sentenced to four 
years penal servitude in Poland and to 
perpetual exile in Siberia after the ex- 
piration of her term in prison.

she sat up to wait for him. 

“T always sat up,”’ she testified, “be- 
cause when he came in he usually 
stumbled against. the furniture and 
knocked things over. 
neighbors to hear him, and so I waited 
for him to help him.” 

Mrs. Crowley said he went to Cali- 
fornia in 1906 and that she went there 
to live with him. She said he did not 
send her money, but after she went to 
California he gave her $50 a month, Her 
father visited them, she said, and as- 
sisted them with money.

AT NOON CAUSED BY 
VOLCANO IN ALASKA 


Captain of Mail Steamer Which 
Was Endangered, Describes 
Eruption of Katmai. 


By Associated Press. 
SEWARD, Alaska, June 10.—Captain 


McMullen of the mail steamer Dora, | 


which was endangered by the Katmal 
eruption, gave a description of the be- 
ginning of the volcano’s. eruptivities. 

Just before a terrific explosion that 
blew the accumulated debris out of the 
crater, Captain McMullen saw a slight 
column of smoke rise from the peak of 
the mountain; then came the explosion, 
followed by a gigantic fan-shaped sheet 
of flames. The debris blown. into the 
air by the explosions seemed to be fall- 
ing in the direction of his ship and 
Captain McMullen put the Dora about 
and ran at full speed for safety. 

Clouds of ashes and smoke obscured 
the sun and it was impossible to see 
the water from the deck 6f the ship, al- 
though the chronometer told them it 
was only 4 o’clock in the afternoon. 

As they put to sea away from Ko- 
diak, those on the Dora heard two boats 
rushing past them in the darkness. 
They could see no light, but could hear 
the whistles and the tolling of bells and 
believed cannery tenders were being 
used to rush such fortunate persons as 
could get aboard to safety at sea. 

Threatening rumblings that make the 
ground tremble can still be heard 
throughout Cook Inlet and Kenai Pe- 
ninsula. Occasionally an explosion can 
be heard. A heavy fall of volcanic 
ashes is in progress today. Afognak, 
Kodiak and Raspberry Islands have 
been in total darkness for four days 
and it will be almost impossible for 
rescuers to reach them until the heavy 
pall of smoke and dust that hangs over 
the country has cleared away. The es- 
timated population within a radius of 
20) miles of Mount Katmai is 4000, in- 
cluding natives. 

Incoming vessels report that total 
darkness at noon prevailed throughout 
a radius of 300 miles of the volcano.

Twenty St. Louisans have made ‘lec- 
laration of their willingness to sacrifice 
personal pleasure and business emolt= 
ments to serve the city as Piblic Ad- 
ministrator at the modest compensation 
of $20,000 a year and perquisites. 

Of the seekers for the office held by 
Harry Troll for eight. years seven are 
Democrats, 12 are Republicans and one 
is a Socialist. The hopes of 17, of these 
will be dashed to the ground in the elim- 
ination contest Aug. 6 Three candi- 
dates, one Democrat,..one Socialist and 
one Republican, will be left in the race 
to make the final fight for the office 
Nov. 5. 

Troll did not seek renomination, and 
vonsequently there was a swarm of Re- 
publiéan candidates. Since the Excibe 
Commissioner’s office was put on a sal- 
ary basis, instead of fees, the Public 
Administrator’s office has been the 
city’s biggest political sinecure. The 
Public Administrator receives in fees 
not less than §20,000 a year, and has the 
privilege of paying out attorneys’ fees 
amounting to approximately $25,000 a 
year. In past years the attorneys have 
maintained law partnerships or other 
close relationships with the Public Ad- 
ministrator.

With the new system the“caissons to 
receive the concrete piers will be put 
down without trouble, and the building 
will have a foundation as substantial 
as solid rock to rest upon. 

Bond Is Forfeited, 

The William J. Newman Co. of Chi- 
cago had the contract to excavate for 
the foundations and put down the cals- 
sons. The Westlake Construction Co., 
the general contracting company, has 
forfeited the Newman company’s con- 
tract and its $30,000 bond and has relet 
the contract to the Foundation Co. of 
New York. 

The Newman company had contracted 
to do the excavation and install the 
caissons for $110,000. It expected to be 
able to do the work under the open 
well system, but the water pressure was 
so great that lHittle progress could be 
made. The company had completed 20 
caissons and had started 40 others. 

The Foundation Co. of New York 
York made a bid originally of $180,000 
‘for putting down the caissons with com-

Samuel A. Walker, 4272 Washington 
boulevard, who caused five laborers to 
be arrested Sunday for disturbing his 
peacé by their shouts while they were at 
excavation work for an apartment bulld- 
ing near Walker’s home, sought to have 
them prosecuted under the old Missouri 


‘| “pine law” Monday. 


With his attorney, Moses N. Sale, he 
talked the matter over with Prosecuting 
Attorney Sidener. Before a decision 
could be reached the attorneys took into 
consideration the far-reaching possibil- 
ities of such a prosecution. They were 
trying to determine it would mean that 
virtually all Sunday labor on building 
operations in St. Louis would be stopped 
by a conviction in this case. 

The so-called Missouri “blue law,” un- 
der which Walker sought to have the 
four prosecuted, includes section 4801 of 
the Revised Statutes, which says: 

Every person who shall either la- 
bor himself or permit his apprentice 
or servant or any other person un- 
der his charge or control to labor or 
perform any work, other than house- 
hold offices of daily necessity or 
other work of necessity or charity, 
or shall be guilty of hunting game 
or shooting on the first day of the 
week, commonly called Sunday, shall 
be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor 
and fined not exceeding $50. _ 

Walker, who is vice-president of the 
Acme Cement Plaster Co., declares he 
has the sympathy and support of his 
néighbors in his action. William E. 
Simpson, .vice-president of the Rice- 
Stix Dry Goods Co., took up with him 
the question of the blue law prosecu- 
tion. 

Sergt. Borden and Patrolman Holmes 
of the Newstead Avenue Station arrest- 
ed the laborers, four of whom were 
negroes. The arrested men gave their 
names as Granville Bowers, Luther Gil- 
bert, Thomas H. Gilbert, Thomas Cooper 
and Angelo Losito. 

At the police station Walker sought to 
have the men charged with violating 
the Sabbath observance law, but Capt. 
Phillips refused to enter such a charge. 
The men were booked for trial in the 
Clark Avenue Police Court for disturb- 
ing the peace. 

Associate Prosecuting Attorney Wil- 
son refused to issue warrants against 
the men charging them with breaking 
the “blue laws.’ He said in explana- 
tion that the biwe laws are not invoked 
ir: cases except where no statutory laws 
are applicable. 

‘The blue laws,’’ he said, ‘‘were en- 
acted as a safety valve for public mor- 
als and the reason they had been dug 
up and used in prosecuting the lid 
clubs is because there are no laws on 
the statute books of today that could 
reach these clubs. There is a statute 
which says that saloons cannot sell 
liquor on Sunday, but this does not 
cover the lid clubs.’”” The cases against 
the men on charges of disturbing the 
peace were continued in police court.

SUPREME COURT. 
REVERSES SELF ON 
PONTEMPT PENALTY 


Statute Declared Unconstitution- 
al by Judge Marshall in 
1902 Is Revived. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
JEFFERSON CITY, June 10.—The 


State Supreme Court’s decision in 1902 in 
the case of Editor Shepard of Warrens- 
burg, who was fined $500 for contempt 
of court because he commented unfa- 
vorably in his newspaper about the 
Court after its determination of the 
Rube Oglesby case, was wrong, accord- 
ing to an opinion handed down in the 
Supreme Court today. 

Judge John Kennish adopted a divi- 
sional opinion of Judge Graves and the 
Court affirmed it. This overturns the 
Shepard and Gildersleeve cases and re- 
vives a statute which the Supreme 
Court annulled when it fined Shepard 
in 1902. This statute provided that in 
contempt cases the fine shall not ex- 
ceed $50 or the punishment more than 
30 days in jail. 

Judge Marshall, who wrote the Shep- 
ard opinion, declared this statute un- 
constitutional, holding the Legislature 
without authority to fix a maximum 
punishment for contempt. This had to 
be done before the fine of $600 could be 
levied. 

The decision of Judge Graves was 
written in the case of P. P. Creasy of 
Boone County, who was adjudged in 
contempt of court by Judge Harris be- 
cause he refused to answer ‘“‘yes’’ or 
‘no” to a question from the foreman 
of a grand jury investigating the illicit 
sale of liquor. Judge Harris sent him 
to jail for six months. Creasy got a 
writ of habeas corpus, and the Court 
today ordered him released on the 
ground that Judge Harris was without 
authority to commit him for six months.

Judge Withrow Unofficially 
Overrules Plea in Case of

A husband can steal from a wife, ac- 
cording to an unofficial opinion given 
from the bench of the Criminal Court by 
Judge Withrow Monday.

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CAN ROOSEVELT BE STOPPED? 

The facts with regard to the Republican dele- 
gates, compiled by the Associated Press, reveal 
the weakness of Mr. Taft’s candidacy. He has 
only 201 instructed delegates, compared with 411 
for Col. Roosevelt. If the President wins all the 
contested delegates—an incredible thing—he will 
still be 74 votes short of a majority. 

But the Taft strength is made up mostly of 
Southern delegates controlled by spoils and fired 
by the hope of spoils. Can they be held fast to 
s0 weak and unpopular a candidate? 

The task of building up a majority for Mr. 
Taft on a fifth of all the delegates seems too big 
for the National Committee. It would overwork 
tne strong arm and the steam roller. If the 
Taft machine keeps Roosevelt, who needs only 
128 of the contested anc uninstructed deiegates, 
from having a majority on the first ballot, it will 
do well. With so great a strength of instructed 
delegates and so any primary victories to his 
credit, can Roosevelt be stopped?

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THE NIGHT AND DAY CAMP. 


The location of the proposed Night and Day 
Camp near Hahn’s Grove should not alarm the 
residents.

The segregation and open 
air treatment either of susceptible or of actually 
afflicted persons is equally a benefit and a pro- 
tection to the community itself.

The Merchants Bridge, under the decision of 
the United States Supreme Court, is forfeitable. 

In 1905, when application was made to the 
Secretary of War to take possession for the Gov- 
ernment of the Merchants Bridge, on account of 
a violation of the provision of its charter which 
prohibited it from consolidating or pooling with 
any other bridge company, Mr. Taft refused to 
act. But he stated in the opinion that ‘the 
general intention of Congress was to prevent a 
destruction of competition by the two bridges 
by permitting the control of the two bridges to 
come under one management.”’ 

Mr. Taft declined as Secretary of War to con- 
strue the precise conditions under which the 
penalty provided for by Congress in the bridge’s 
charter should be inforced; but referred the mat- 
ter to the Department of Justice. He said, fur- 
ther: 

In order to make clear the point which is 
raiged in this case, to wit: that what has been 
done is not @ violation of the statute consti- 
tuting a condition of forfeiture and the dis- 
tinction between violation of this act and the 
violation of a statute couched in general 
terms, I may say that there is probably suf- 
ficient shown to justify an investigation into 
the question whether there is not in substan- 
tial effect an agreement between those con- 
trolling the two bridges which constitutes 
such an illegal restraint of interstate com- 
merce as to justify an injunction against its 
continuance and a punishment of those who 
have made it and have thus far carried it 
out. That, however, is not a matter for the 
War Department, but a matter for the De- 
partment of Justice. 

The Department of Justice has acted. It has 
successfully prosecuted the bridge combine as 
“an illegal restraint of interstate commerce.” 
The United States Supreme Court has condemned 
the combine as a monopoly in violation of the 
Sherman anti-trust act and has ordered the com- 
bination to be reorganized. The Supreme Court 
has decided that there is a common control of 
the two bridges for the purpose of monopoly. 
In short, the competition which Congress in- 
tended to be maintained between the two bridges 
has been destroyed, and the penalty of forfeiture 
provided by the act of Congress has been in- 
curred. 

Mr. Taft intimated: that, the construction of 
a Congressional act being involved, Congress 
should interpret its own intention in regard to 
the bridge. The logical] sequence of the decision 
of the Supreme Court with reference to the ex- 
istence of a monopoly in the control of the bridges 
would be an act of Congress declaring the bridge 
forfeited and requiring the Government to take 
possession. 

The remedy applied to the monopoly by the 
Supreme Court is mild. It require; only < re- 
organization. No penalty was inflicted on the 
railroads in the merger for their clear violation 
of the anti-trust act. There was neither a fine 
nor a forfeiture nor a criminal sentence. 

The forfeiture of the bridge provided for in 
the charter is the legitimate consequence of the 
direct violation of the defined purpose of Con- 
gress in chartering the bridge. The owners for- 
feited their charter and deliberately made 
themselves liable to the consequences. 

The attitude of the counsel of the Terminal 
in attempting to evade the Supreme Court’s 
mandate emphasizes the necessity of resorting to 
every legitimate means to free St. Louis from the 
oppression of this insolent monopoly. 

In behalf of the people of St. Louis, the Post- 
Dispatch calls upon Congress to carry out its 
plain intent to free St. Louis traffic from the 
bridge and terminal monopoly. We ask Con- 
gress to declare the Merchants Bridge forfeited 
under its charter and to order the Government 
to take possession of it and maintain it as a free 
railroad highway. We ask the senators and rep-

Right of Using Bridge Approaches, 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

In the act of Congress in regard to bridges over 
navigable streams the word “approaches” is used, 
and I am convinced that that. word is responsible 
for much confusion in the minds of persons who 
have read the’act referred ‘to. 

I am not a Federal judge, but I have no hesi- 
tation in saying that’ the meaning of that word 
is different from that in the act authorizing the 
city of St. Louis to build a “bridge and ap- 
proaches” over the river at this point. The shore 
piers of ordinary bridges do not stand 200 feet 
above the land level on: both sides of the river. 
In our case the “municipal, bridge” includes the 
approaches yet to be built by the city at each 
end; and yet there’ must be other approaches, 
more or less, built and owned by different roads 
connecting with the “municipal bridge.” 

Now these outside and private approaches are 
necessarily limited in number, and where the 
roads are many, as in East St. Louis, several 
roads must run over approaches which they do 
not own. When there is no reasonable access un- 
occupied, the act of Congress gives a road the 
right to use the approach belonging to another 
road; and if there is any failure. to agree as to 
the rent for such use, the act provides that the 
Secretary of War shall fix the compensation. 

The United States Government thus practically 
guarantees the privilege to every road an ap- 
proach to the municipal bridge on reasonable 
terms. - C& M. WOODWARD.

STEEL STATEMENT GOOD 


Unfilled Orders of Leading Cor- 
poration Gain 86,000 Tons 
in May. 





By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 


NEW YORK, June 10.—The Even- 
ing Post, in its copyrighted financial 
review today, says: 

“That the stock market should 
have stood motionless during prac- 
tically all the day, may have been 
only another exhibition of the grow- 
ing spirit of finanom! inertia. As a 
matter of fact, however, the Stock 
Exchange believed itself to be anx- 
iously awaiting several announce- 
ments in the routine news of the day. 
The Steel corporation's unfilled order 
statement was due in the morning; 
the Government’s June report on the 
grain crops at 2:30, and throughout 
the middle of the day there was a 
‘chance that the Supreme Court at 
Washington would render its long 
expected decision on the anthracite 
coal roads combination. 

Steel Orders Increase, 

“The Steel Trust’s figures were 
about as expected and were received 
accordingly. They were, however, 
really significant, for when it he 
been a mater of common knowledge 
throughout last month that the larg- 
est mills were working at a quite un- 
precedented rate in turning out fin- 
ished steel, the fact that in spite of 
this the company which makes one- 
half the total product should have 
86,000 tons more of unfilled orders 
on its. books May 31 than it had at 
the end of April, is certainly not 
without significance. 

“The total of these orders is the 
largest since Dec, 31, 1909, and, with 
that‘exception, the largest since Sep- 
tember, 1907. 

“The crop report was unfavorable on 
the question most debated in the trade— 
that is to say, the manner in which the 
winter wheat has fared during the per- 
plexing weather since the May esti- 
mate was published. Evidence on tliat 
point has been absolutely conflicting, 
but the rather general expectation wes 
for an average improvement. 

“This expectation the Agricultural De- 
partment’s estimate of today does not 
confirm. The May condition was 79.7 
per cent; which was much the lowest in 
eight years. Today's estimate is 74. This 
appears to confirm a good part of the 
unfavorable ‘‘field reports’’ of the past 
few weeks from private experts in the 
transmissouri district, who have in- 
sistently declared that the wheat of 
Kansas and Nebraska, which was ap- 
parently doing well a month ago, had 
suffered severely Curing dry weather 
last month.. 

Spring Wheat Favorable. 

“On the other hand the report «n 
spring wheat— the first of the present 
season—is brilllant. The assigned con- 
dition, 95.8 per cent, is above the trade’s 
expectations and ts the highest June 
percentage on the nine years; the Gov- 
ernment’s. estimate of planted acreage 
being also above “the trade’s expecta- 
tion and the largest, except for ’ “a, and 
1901, in a dozen years. 

“This fairly balances one-hal}\- oy 
the report against the other. . 


“Tt7ntil the last half hour, the mar- 


ket hardly moved. When the crop re- 
port was published prices of stocks 
je me to break, with Reading and 
Lehigh Valley weakest. But close on 
the heels of the crop estimates came 
news of the Supreme Courts’ adjourn- 
ment until autumn with the hard coal 
suit left undecided. This seemed to 
have a steadying influence on the 
already sufficiently bewildered Stock 
Exchange, and before the close most 
of the earller losses were retraced. 
“The market closed in the mood of 
being willing to wait for its discount 
until tomorrow. Nothing occurred to 
change the predicted and expectant 
view of political developments: in 
fact, Wall street probably congratu- 
lated itself that it did not have to do 
its reflecting on the basis of yester- 
day’s morning newsnayet dispatches.”

NEW YORK, June 10.—The cotton market 
opened steady’ at an advance of from 5 to 9 
points in sympathy with better cables than 
due and on covering by sellers who believed 
a storm might work into the cotton belt from 
the south.
